“Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary. 











[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ]

April 6.—The man who will prevent 
paper mills from rotting can make his inde- 
pendent fortune thereby. In the construction 
of buildings high up from the ground it is 
comparatively easy to prevent rot, but in the 
case of basements and wheel-room floors it is 
often a serious problem how to make floor and 
floor timbers last long enough to pay for put- 
ting down. I have just cut through a floor 
which has been in position for twenty-five 
years and I find everything sound. The 
ledge under this floor was full of water from 
the mill-pond a short distance away. The 
ledge was blasted off about two feet deep and 
given a general inclination in one direction to 
carry off the water. Sufficient stone was 
crushed to form a layer sixteen inches deep, 
and this stone was put into the space under 
the floor. Four inches of gravel was placed 
on top of the stone, and on top of this a layer 
equally thick of dry sand and lime, and upon 
this the floor was laid. Upon cutting through 
this floor I found very little rot, not over three- 
sixteenths or one-quarter of an inch. 

I have found it another and perhaps cheap- 
er way to fill the space below the floor with 
cobble-stones to a depth of six inches and to 
drive stakes at intervals, and to these the floor 
timbers were attached after being covered with 
hot tar. Between the floor timbers and under- 
neath them a mixture was poured in, consist- 
ing of coarse gravel, tar, and pitch enough to 
make the mixture hard. A filling of hydrau- 
lic cement would work well in the above case, 
except that the floor would be sure to quickly 
rot out. This, however, may be effectually 
prevented by setting the floor plank % or % 
inch above the concrete; then fill the cavity 
thus formed by pouring melted rosin through 
holes bored in the floor three or four feet 
apart each way. If the space to be filled is % 
of an inch thick the holes must not be over 
three feet apart, but if the rosin is to be % 
inch thick the holes may be placed four feet 
apart, with assurance that the rosin will fill. 

April 7.—The wood-working machinery ina 
paper-mill repair shop does not always get 
speeded up to the most economical point. 
Circular saws should run 10,000 to 12,000 feet 
per minute, and the cylinders of planing ma- 
chines should travel 4,000 to 4,500 feet per 
minute, and jig-saws should make 450 strokes 
per minute. Boring machine augers should 
run 100 feet per minute in softwood, 75 feet 
per minute in hardwood—periphery velocity in 
feet, of course. 

April 8.—It is well known that bleach-room 
piping soon goes bad. Go to one of the old 
bleach tubs and bit the steam-pipe with a ham- 
mer, By so doing you will rattle down a 
peck or so of iron scale, and it needs no better 
illustration to show how lime and mois- 
ture will oxidize iron rapidly. If pipes around 
a mill are buried in concrete orin any other com- 
pound where lime and water are components, 
the iron will very quickly rust out. The cin- 
ders from coal are nearly as bad as lime and 
soon wear out iron pipe. If all the steam- 
pipes around a boiler were placed above 
ground, the feed-water pipes would out-last the 
boilers themselves. If pipes must be placed 


underground then pipe with brass tubing. It: 


sometimes happens that iron pipes must be 
buried in an old boiler-room, where there is a 
foot or two of old mortar with a plentiful mix- 
ture of coal cinders. It is well in such a case 
to dig a trench for the pipe five or six inches 
deeper than is actually required by the tubing, 
then lay the pipe on brick supports and fill in 
all around it with good, clean sand or loam 
from a field or some spot where old mortar 
and clinker are unknown. 

April 9.—A leak developed this morning at 
the back end of one of the tubes in the oldest 
boilers we have in use here. The boiler was 
inspected about eight months ago and found 
to be in good condition. I have obliged the 
“boss engineer” to examine every tube end 
in all the boilers, and also to glance at every 
Seam over the fire-boxes. This work is not 
‘urned over to the firemen. It must be done 


by the chief engineer, who has all boilers and 


also sees that all of the piping in the mill and 
all of the valves are in good order. 

This everyday inspection has been the cause 
of detecting more than one leak which other- 
wise might have resulted in accident. One 
morning some weeks ago a sheet ‘‘came 
down” just over the hottest part of the fur- 
nace. The neglect of a proper use of the 
blow-off had permitted some mud to collect, 
and this mud got baked on to a fire sheet, thus 
keeping it from contact with the water long 
enough for the iron to get hot and bag down 
under the pressure in the boiler. The daily 
inspection discovered the bagged plate before 
it had blistered or assumed alarming propor- 
tions. Blowing off the boiler and washing it 
out with a stream of water from the fire-pump

and put on the cap and cap-bolt nuts before 
sliding the eccentric cam in place. Then I had 
the fun of taking off the pulley 
and stripping the shaft of all I had put 
upon it. Such work is more than aggra- 
vating, especially when the engine builder 
comes around with great promises and 
leads a man to believe his work is almost 
perfection. An engine pulley is usually a 
homely thing tohandle. Oftentimes there is a 
lack of room, and a pile of rocks or a machine 
or two must be got over. Whenever possible 
I always use the falls in preference to jack- 
screws in putting on a pulley. In this case 
(the first putting on) the wheel lay out of doors, 
about twenty feet from the shaft. The end of 
the engine-room had been purposely left open 
until after the engine was in place. Plank

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Apparatus for the Manufacture 
of Bisulphite Fibre. 


The engravings illustrate a new ap- 
paratus for disintegrating wood and other 
fibrous substances, for the separation of cellu- 
lose, by means of sulphurous acid. This ap- 
paratus consists, primarily, in the combina- 
tion, with a boiler, of heating and circulating 
apparatus, external thereto, whereby a given 
mass may be more quickly and uniformly 
heated, less repairs are required—especially 
within the boiler—the removal of incrustation 
from the heating surfaces is facilitated by its 
concentration where access thereto can more 
readily be had, and, what is more important, 
this can be effected with more cleanliness, be- 
cause it does not involve entering the boiler. 

This is further contrived for so heating the 
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soon carried off all the mud, and the cause of 
the trouble was thus removed before a patch 
became necessary. The leaky tube was dis- 
covered at the time of its first appearance, 
and the boiler was immediately shut down 
and the tube examined. A brief examination 
quickly told that caulking would be useless, 
so the tube was pulled out and a new one in- 
serted before any corrosion had taken place 
which might injure the tube sheet of the boiler. 

Among other things it is the duty of this 
engineer to open every boiler front door and 
look at the tube sheet; also to open the rear 
door and examine that tube sheet also. It 
pays to have somebody responsible for the 
steam plant in any mill, and especially in a 
large one, where there are hundreds of places 
which require never-ending watching, and 
which cost hundreds of “dollars if not watched. 
It also pays well to establish a sort of rivalry 
between the men in charge of machinery, es- 
pecially boilers, thereby inciting them to 
greater anxiety to find anything out of order, 
in order to have the honor of being the first to 
report the article needing repair. 

April 10.—Have been putting in another 
engine, a 40 horse-power concern, to drive the 
calenders, cutters and other finishing-room 
machinery. The maker of this engine adver- 
tised ** all engines set up and tested at factory 
before being delivered,”’ but for all that the 
eccentric of this engine would not go on the 
shaft. I had to put the cam in a lathe and 
bore it out before it could be put on. The 
pulley had been put in place and bolted to. 
gether on the spline before I slid the cam in 
place. I put on the regulation pulley, slipped 


and rollers were put under one-half of the 
pulley, and it was rolled up to the engine- 
room. The rope falls were hung to a rafter 
(an 8x8 timber) about six feet from the engine 
shaft and in line with the pulley seat. A pair 
of chain falls was placed under another rafter 
on the opposite side of the shaft. 

When the pulley was within reach of the 
rope falls they were made fast, and the half 
pulley came up under them in a hurry. The 
chain falls (differential) were then hooked on, the 
pulley half drawn exactly underneath the shaft 
and raised by pulling on both rope and chain 
falls. I first put up the half of the pulley which 
carried the key-seat. In this case the key or 
spline was let into the shaft like a feather, in- 
stead of being driven in, as with many engines. 
When the half pulley was hanging just under- 


neath the shaft I turned the shaft over so that | 


the key would enter the seat in the pulley. By 
raising on either or both falls I entered the 
key. Whenever it would stick I would work 
the pulley a little, at the same time straining 
on the falls. When nearly up a few taps 
with a sledge-hammer sent it home. By rais- 
ing on the chain and lowering with the rope 
falls I soon got the pulley half in a perpen- 
dicular position and blocked it there. The 
other pulley half was swung up perpendicu- 
larly and laid in place. There is nothing like 
a littke cool common sense in doing a job like 
this, There is no need of fuss or fretting, and 
the man who gets excited and begins to swear 
and ‘‘cuss everything endwise " has no busi- 
ness to handle men or machinery. He should 
go to farming, or geta job carrying a ‘* before 
and after” sign for a patent-medicine doctor, 





mass by steam-heat, without passing the steam 
or any portion of it through tke liquid, that the 
boiling liquid is protected against dilution, 
and violent ebullition, which impairs the fibre, 
may be prevented. 

The boiler is made mainly of beton, and is 
said to be practically free from the objections 
to boilers of iron, and it can be more cheaply 
and quickly built than one of wood, Com- 
bined with this boiler is a system of heaters 
and circulators. 

Figure 1 represents a vertical axial section 
of the boiler. Figs. 2 and 3 represent ver- 
tical longitudinal sections of alternative forms 
of combined heaters and circulators. Figs. 
4 and 5 are respectively an elevation, partly in 
section, and a plan view of the boiler and one 
of said heaters and circulators connected ; and 
Figs. 6 and 7 are respectively an elevation, 
with one boiler disconnected, and a plan view 
of the same heater and circulator combined 
with a set of horizontal boilers. 

A, Figs. 1, 4 and § represent an arched 
base, and B an upright cylindrical boiler 
erected thereon, both built mainly of beton. 
The beton body, a, of the boiler is strengthened 
laterally against bursting by circumferential 
hoops, a’, of iron, and vertically by a sufficient 


number of iron tie-rods, /, inclosed within 


tubes g, connecting annular top and bottom | 


plates, f , of cast iron, and end plates, 4 4, 
of boiler iron. 
nuts on the lower ends of the tie-rods /, re- 
cesses are formed below them by a cast-iron 
ring, f’, at the top of the base. 

To protect the walls of the boiler internally, 
it is provided with a double acid-proof lining,

being first lined throughout with sheet lead, 4, 
and within this with an antacid lining, ¢, of 
brick laid in cement. 

Man-holes, ¢ ¢, extend outward from the cen- 
tral chamber of the boiler through its brick 
lining, c, beton, a, and end plates, 4, and the 
latter are provided externally with cast-iron 
curbs, 4’, through which the lead lining is ex- 
tended. These man-holes serve respectively 
for filling and emptying the boiler, the latter 
being connected therethrough with a heater 
and circulator, C or C*, Figs. 2 and 3, exter- 
nal thereto, as illustrated by Figs. 4 and 5. 
A brick arch, i, within the base A, forms a 
convenient delivery chamber, and the curb 4’ 
of the man-hole ¢ is accommodated by a cen- 
tral opening in this arch; The man-hole curbs 
4’ of the boiler are provided with tight covers, 
d' ¢’, each provided with a central valved coup- 
ling. From the coupling v' on the man-hole ¢’ 
a pipe, 1, extends to the inlet-neck, x, of the 
heater and circulator C, for example, and the 
outlet-neck, 2, of the latter is connected by pipes 
2, 3, 4 with the coupling ~ on the man-hole 
cover d@’, from which a drop-pipe, 5, depends 
below the surface of the liquid in the boiler. 

Two boilers may be worked alternately to 
advantage in connection with one and the 
same heater and circulator. The pipes 1 and 
3 are consequently provided with T-couplings, 
t f°, and when only one boiler is used, as 
shown in Figs. 4 and 5, the unused neck, «, is 
tightly capped or plugged. This heater and cir- 
culator (shown in detail in Fig. 2) is composed 
of a series of horizontal jacketed cylinders, 
one above the other, each having diagonally 
opposite necks at its respective ends, the first 
of the series forming said inlet-neck x and the 
last said outlet-neck z, while those between 
are coupled in pairs by short curved pipes, y, 
so that the liquid from the boiler or B* or B* 
shall flow freely therethrough, as represented 
by arrows 4, Fig. 2. They have also diagon- 
ally opposite vertical necks on each, the first 
forming an inlet-neck, m, and the last an out- 
let-neck, 0, while the intermediate necks, , are 
coupled together, completing a continuous 
passage through the jacket-spaces of the cyl- 
inders, through which steam flows under the 
control of suitable valves, as represented by 
arrows, s, in the figure. The inner walls, D, of 
each cylinder are of copper, its ends, D’ D’, of 
cast iron, lined with lead where the acid could 
come in contact with them, and the outer 
walls, E, of boiler iron, separated from the 
copper by iron rings, rr, and bolted to the 
ends, D’, by the aid of external collars, q: 

F F represent suitable supports beneath the 
lowermost cylinder, and G G bolsters support- 
ing those ends of the superposed cylinders 
which are not supported by the necks ». 

The heater and circulator, C*, is likewise 
composed of a vertical series of cylinders pro- 
vided with necks, «* * z*, through which the 
circulation of the liquid from the boiler is 
effected, as illustrated by arrows &, and inlet 
and outlet necks, m* o*, for steam, which circu- 
lates through the apparatus, as represented by 
arrows s. The outer walls, K, of the cylinders 
of this apparatus are of boiler iron lined inter- 
nally with lead, 6, and within this with antacid 
brick-work, ¢, like the boiler B. 

F? F* represent supports and G? a bolster, 
corresponding with F F G, before described. 
The inlet and outlet necks m’ o are formed on 
pipes, 2* c*, which lead, respectively, to inlet 
and outlet necks O O’, on the cap-plates P of 
hollow man-hole covers with which the cyl- 
inders of C* are provided, at the left-hand end 
of each, as viewed in Fig. 3. The body of 
each of these covers contains a central parti- 
tion, ¢, which divides its interior into inlet 
and outlet chambers, R R’, and these commu- 
nicate, respectively, with the respective ends 
of rebent tubes, @, attached in sufficient num- 
ber to the cover so as to project within the 
liquid chamber. A bridge-plate, 7°, supports 
these tubes near their bends, and is perforated 
so as not to obstruct the circulation, and pro- 


vided at bottom with a roller, g*, so as not to 


| obstruct the withdrawal of the tubes, together 


with the cover, for the removal of incrusta- 
tion therefrom. P QP Q are 
fitted to large man-hole curbs, S S, tightly

One or the other of the boilers is always 
wholly cut off by means of a cap or plug in its 
ends of the T-couplings ¢ /?, as before de- 
scribed, the two boilers being used alternately.

One blank-book manufacturing firm yester- 
day closed a contract for $1,000 worth of 
blank-books with one firm, and is now about 
closing another important contract of a muni- 
cipal character. The same firm filled a large 
order recently for Hood, Bonbright & Co. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad and the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad conipanies have been 
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extensive purchasers of blank-beoks and sta- 
tionery of late. 

Paper makers express the opinion, without 
reserve, that with the settlement of railroad 
freights there will be an active demand for 
paper-mill products. 

The leading houses are putting their stocks 
in shape. J. G. Ditman is largely interested 
in the new national bank to be started soon. 
He will go to Europe early in the summer, to 
be absent some months, in connection with 
exhibition matters. 

A. G. Elliott & Co. report large sales of 
news and book papers and paper tubes. 

Alexander Balfour's mill is well oversold. 
Garrett & Buchanan report a steady move- 
ment of paper and very little tendency to fluc- 
tuation. Paper stock is plenty, but rags are 
scarce. 

It is about time to start the early-closing 
movement. The paper interests were satis- 
fied with it last year and will favor it again. 
The flour and grain merchants have already 
Started it. 

Some of our leading paper men propose to 
become members of the new manufacturers’ 
club projected. Strange to say, the vast man- 
ufacturing interests of this city have no 
organization. The aim will be to protect 
mutual interests. D.

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The daily movement of business in paper- 
trade circles continues to develop, but without 
any special interest.

It 
is claimed that the consumption of paper would 
not be lessened one pound if prices were 
advanced a fraction of a cent, while half a 
cent advance would relieve the minds of paper 
makers of considerable uneasiness. It is to be 
hoped that their minds will ere long become 
easy. 

A calm and tranquil quiet still hangs over the 
paper-stock trade. Business in this line of 
trade is far from being active ; it might be 
called ‘‘ dull” were it not for the fact that the 
term should be kept for summer use. 

The ¢’ emical market presents no new fea- 
tures. The general demand is such as to call 
for only a moderate jobbing trade. Quotations 
remain about the same as last week. Bleach- 
ing powders range from 1.80c. to 1.85c. 
Caustic soda is still quoted at 2c. to 2.42%c.; 
for 60 per cent. ; Ic. to 1.30c. are quoted 
for soda ash. Soda crystals toarrive, 92%c.; 
from store, gsc. isasked. China clay is quoted 
at $13.50 to $18 per ton; Southern clay, $13 
to $14. Rosins are a shade higher, the quota- 
ble grades being F, $1.40 to $1.45 ; G, $1.45 
to $1.50; E, $1.35 to $1.40. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 1,027 casks of bleaching powders, 
100 drums of caustic soda, 490 casks of soda 
ash and 84 casks of refined alkali. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time comprise a total of 4,078 bales and coils, 
which include 3,057 bales of rags, 12 coils and 
522 bales of manillas and 487 bales of un- 
classed paper stock. 

Among miscellaneous receipts were 1,239 
bundles of wood pulp, 120 bales of sizing and 
36 casks of Southern clay. 

The trial of the suit of Train, Smith & Co. 
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against Kendall Brothers and John L. Taylor, 
in New York, has been watched with much 
interest by the Boston trade, and many favor- 
able comments have been expressed in behalf 
of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL for its journal- 
istic enterprise as shown in its published re- 
ports of the trial.

Charles Wilson, the New England repre- 
sentative of the Newark Filtering Company, 
has just closed another good-sized order for a 
Hyatt water-purifying plant. The plant is to 
be set up and in operation by June, to consist 
of two 10-feet filters, giving a supply of 700,000 
gallons perday. Thesale was made to Rodney 
Wallace, of the Fitchburg Paper Company, for 
the company's new mills at West Fitchburg. 
Other contracts for the Hyatt system of filtra- 
tion are now pending with several New Eng- 
land paper makers, and it is quite likely that 
some of them will be soon added to the list.

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyvoxe, Mass., April 28, 1887 

The water in the river has not been so 
high at this season of the year for a decade, 
and the mills have been more or less troubled 
for a number ot days, the water setting back 
on the wheels, causing. temporary shut-downs. 
The water on the dam measures seven feet 
to-day, but it is beginning to subside. It isa 
great pity that some of the water which is 
going to waste could not be stored for use 
during the coming summer when the river 
will be low. 

A good April business has been done by 
most of the mills and very little ccmplaint is 
heard in regard to the volume. Prices are 
complained of,as usual,and probably will be 
till an improvement is inaugurated. Orders 
are plentiful with most of our manufacturers 
and there are no accumulations of finished 
goods at the mills. All kinds of standard goods 
are moving steadily and ruling prices are well 
adhered to. There are no special features this 
week in the trade worthy of mention, every- 
thing moving along quietly and in favorable 
condition. 

,  Ihear that the tour workers have postponed 
their meeting, which was to have occurred on 
Sunday afternoon, for one week. At that 
meeting they expect to elect two delegates to 
the convention at Saratogain July, whose duty 
it will be to present the petition which is being 
circulated all over the country. The men are 
expecting considerable from this convention 
and I sincerely hope that they will not be dis- 
appointed, but there is nothing assured about it 
and ‘‘ doubtful things are very uncertain.” I 
asked a prominent paper maker the other day 
what his opinion was in regard to the action 
of the convention. Said he: ‘I, for one, am 
in favor of granting the request of the men if 
80 per cent. of the mills will come into the ar- 
rangement, but I can only speak for myself. I 
am afraid, from what I hear, tha’ the men are 
expecting too much from the coming conven- 
tion ; even allowing that that body decides 
favorably it only refers to the actual members 
of the association, and it must be remembered 
that there are many large manufacturers who 
are not connected with the association and 
probably never will be. Any action of ours 
would not be binding on them, and we certainly 
could not force them to shut down their mills 
against their will. Why, I can recall one mill in 
Maine which makes the same kind of paper as 
acertain mill in this city whose owner has 
never attended one of the Saratoga conven- 
tions, and he probably never will. Now, sup- 
pose the mill in this city which I refer to 
was to shut down according to the programme 
which the tour workers have laid out, don’t you 
Suppose that this Maine man would take 
advantage of this fact and run his mill for all 
it is worth? This is only asolitary case, and I 
tell you there is more to this question when 
you analyze it than many suppose,” 

The addition to the Albion Paper Mill, to 
which reference was made in a recent letter, 
will be 36 by go feet, two stories high, and 
will increase the capacity of the engine-room 
materially. The number of engines now in 
use is thirteen, and to this will be added five 
more, while a number of the old ones will be 
replaced with new. [The old brick drainers 
will be rebuilt and seven new ones added. 
These improvements will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $20,000. The contracts have been 
awarded and the work is now being pushed. 

The Legislative Committee on Harbors and 
Public Lands gave a hearing at the Windsor 
Hotel on Tuesday in regard toa wing-dam, 
which J. A. L’Amoreaux, of South Hadley 
Falls, wishes to build on that side of the river 
below the Glasgow Mill.

After a while Effing- 
ham Embree sold out his interest in this busi- | 
ness to his brother and bought the stock, good | 
will, &c.,of a man named Blakeley, who was car- | 
rying on a book and stationery store in Hudson 
street. In this venture, hqwever, Mr. Embree 
was unsuccessful, and he subsequently became | 
a clerk with E. B. Clayton & Sons, at 2 Bur- | 
ling slip, who a few years before had pur- 
chased the paper commission business of | 
Abbott & Whitcomb. He remained with | 
them about two years, when his younger | 
brother, L. H. Embree, having made prepara- | 
tions to go into the book and stationery busi- 
ness at 134 Bowery, he left to join him, and 
the business was carried on in the name ot E.

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Composition for Waterproofing Paper. 


A new composition for waterproofing 
paper consists of 50 parts mineral oil, 8 parts 
stearic acid, 50 parts tallow, 2 Parts fucus 
(Irish moss), and 20 parts caustic alkali, These 
ingredients are thoroughly mingled by agita- 
tion and mixed with the pulp in the engine, 
using about 5 to 15 parts of the mixture to 100 
parts of pulp. When the pulp is well saturated 
with the mixture, it is settled with sulphate of 
aluminum. The pulp thus charged with the 
waterproof composition is to be subsequently 
manufactured into paper and paper board in 
the usual way. 

This composition is said to have a material 
strengthening effect upon the fibres of the 
paper, and particularly of asbestus stock, mak- 
ing tougher and more durable paper for any 
use. 

The mixture may be applied by immersing 
the paper in the mixture subsequently to the 
making of the paper.

This action was brought to re- 
cover damages from the defendants for 
defrauding the plaintiffs out of the value 


of certain goods sold and delivered. The |

the specific charge of the complaint 


was that the Kendalls, being insolvent | :

and indebted to Taylor, the latter 
knowing their insolvency and,that they 
must fail, made an arrangement by which 
Taylor was to sustain Kendall Brothers’ 
credit so that they could buy goods on 
credit from others, and with the goods, or 
with the money that they should receive 
from re-selling the goods, pay their in- 
debtedness to him; and that the plain- 
tiffs were some of the persons from whom 
the Kendalls purchased after making this 
arrangement with Taylor. The verdict 
was for $5,771.72, and it confirms in legal 
form the charge of conspiracy and fraud, 
without which Mr. Taylor could not have 
been made responsible for the payment 
of the amount claimed, or any part 
thereof. The testimony adduced in 
the trial of the case seems to jus- 
tify this finding, and the efforts made 
to disassociate Mr. Taylor from the busi- 
ness complications in which Kendall 
Brothers were so thoroughly mixed only 
helped to involve him more deeply. The 
jury, had it believed that Mr. Taylor was 
not cognizant of the condition of the 
affairs of the bankrupts and that he was 
not in collusion with them in the pur- 
chase and sale of goods with intent to 
defraud other creditors, could not have 
justly included him in its verdict. It 


may be said that public sentiment, so far | 


as the public has followed the case, and 
the opinion of the trade interested in such 
matters appear to be in accord with the 
finding of the jury. 





A ROTARY boiler explosion, the first in 


| a number of years which has been at- 


tended with such fatal results, occurred at 
Paterson last Saturday. This disaster had 
some remarkable features, one of these 
being the terrific violence with which a 
part of the boiler was projected, passing 
through four brick walls and making a 
largethole in a fifth. Another was the fact 
that, with the exception of the ends and 
the flanges or rims surrounding the man- 
holes, the boiler was blown entirely to 
bits and scattered in every direction, 
while the loss of life, notwithstanding the 
number of persons imperilled, was con- 


fined to two individuals. While we 
do not mean to impugn the jrdg- 
ment of the managers of the mill 


in which this accident occurred, we 
cannot but ask if it is wise to keep a 
rotary boiler in use for such a very long 
period of years. It may be claimed that 
the results of inspection justified confi- 
dence in the strength of the boiler; but 
we very much question if any paper-mill 
owner, on reflection, would care to be in 
daily close proximity to it. An account 
of this explosion, with views taken spe- 
cially for THE JOURNAL, will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. The scene of 
wreck ought to be a warning to paper- 
mill owners generally. This incident has 
another lesson which equally deserves 
the attention of manutacturers. Not 
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only was the boiler insured, but the 
risk also covered damages to other prop- 
erty and injury to person, so that the 
owners of the mill are largely protected 
against loss. This feature of insurance 
was notadopted until a few years ago, the 
Dexter Mill at Windsor Locks being the 
first, we believe, to secure it and deriving 
its benefit when a rotary boiler exploded 
in March, 1883. Previously the boiler-in- 
surance companies had refused to insure 
paper-mill boilers. In his millwrighting 
experiences this week Mr. Hobart sug- 
gests a constant and responsible super- 
vision of boilers. 
tion should be given to the rotary boilers 
as well, and then if equal prudence is dis- 
played in keeping them properly insured, 
with a provision covering damages to per- 
son and property, the manufacturer can 
reasonably feel that he has done his duty 
in protecting others as well as himself.

Trade Talks. 
—— 

Mr. Henderson, W, G. Taylor & Co,, Lon- 
don.—\ have been on a three weeks’ trip 
through American mills, and have about con- 
cluded to open a branch in this city. We are 
at present representing a larrpe number of Ger- 
man pulp manufacturers. Here is a sample of 
straw pulp which I find that we can sell in this 
market to good advantage. Every paper 
maker who has seen it considers it exceed- 
ingly fine, especially:as to color. This is a 
sample of sulphite pulp which I think is better 
than I have seen made on this side; in fact, I 
am quite of the opinion that American pulp 
manufacturers are considerably behind Ger- 
man manufacturers by the soda process, and 
certainly they have not yet learned to make

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sulphite equal to that made in German mills. 
American manufacturers of soda pulp, in their 
anxiety to bleach, destroy the fibre ; the Ger- 
mans do not aim at such a high color, but 
they make a better and longer fibre. We can 
well afford to sell these pulps in this market at 
present prices, and think a considerable fall in 
the market would not drive us out. What do 
I think of American papers? You make some 
papers superior to any made on the other 
side, either in English or German mills. I re- 
fer to your bond, ledgers and some fine 
papers; but I have seen nothing equal to 
Joynson’s papers on this side. I sail to- 
morrow, and you will probably hear further 


from us as soon as we locate in New York.

Official Etiquette. 
Napves, March 31, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Exporters from this city are suffering 
under the Draconian rule and the incivility 
of an American consul and vice-consul in this 
place. 

They can obtain the legalization of their in- 
voices only by the good will of these gentle- 
men and often have to wait for several days 
before getting satisfaction, the regular answer 
being : ‘‘ Leave the papers here and call again 
to-morrow ; the consul wants to reflect.” I 
know of one case in which he has reflected 
over an important invoice for ten long days, 
although the goods were already afloat. 

As to the civility, the vice-consul, Mr, 
Wickersham, is accustomed to box out of his 
office, with the help of the first clerk and the 
consul’s sailor, gentlemen whose inquiries on 
international business disturb his doke far 
niente, and I know of one case which hap- 
pened on October 5, 1886, in which an ex- 
porter, having reproached Mr. Wickersham for 
a false statement made to Dr. Smith in March, 
1885, with regard to four bales of white linen 
rags (see Dr. Smith’s pamphlet on epidemic 
diseases and disinfection), was nearly killed 
by Vice -Consul Wickersham’s own fist 
strokes and the above-named assisters. The 
assaulted person was confined to his bed until 
January last with an inflammation of the neck 
occasioned by the severe strokes, and the only 
satisfaction received has been a letter from Mr. 
Wickersham recognizing the assault but not 
apologizing for it, and a second letter from 
Mr. Camphausen, the consul, stating that, 
although his subordinate was to blame for the 
action, this is the real way in which an Ameri- 
can citizen avenges an offense. 

I possess these strange documents and keep 
them as a curiosity to prove how far the 
absence of moral sense can go. If anybody 
should be allowed to kill a defenseless man for 
any rash word or justified opinion, very few 
people would be left on our planet.

No Hostility to Manufacturers. 
Horyoxe, Mass., April 28, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

The tour workers are beginning to realize 
that they have a grievance against the manu- 
facturers. When the attempt was made nearly 
a year ago to present a petition for the limita- 
tion of the Saturday night and Sunday night 
work, the manner in which it was received and 
the action thereon gave the impression that 
the presentation of a numerously signed peti- 
tion atthe next convention would be favorably 
received and the request complied with. 

Hostility on the part of the manufacturers 
was never thought of. In proof of this the 
meetings here from time to time are held 
openly in a public hall, where the representa- 
tives of the local papers and of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL are always present and free 
to report all that is said and done. It is es- 
pecially desired that the proceedings should 
be published in THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, 
because it reaches all the manufacturers in the 
country, and it is the wish of all that the man- 
ufacturers should know just what is being 
done. Nothing was hid or done in a corner, 
but all was open and above board ; recent de- 
velopments, however, may change all this. 
The petitions were sent out with the utmost 
faith and confidence that they would reach the 
parties for whom they were intended, but to 
make sure they were sealed and full postage 





paid, and directions were given to return in ten 
days if not delivered. 

The very means we have taken to retain 
the confidence of our employers have been 
turned to our detriment. We are told that 
we should not hold meetings ; that they do us 
no good, and the blank petitions are held back 
and men are prevented as much as possible 
from signing them. It is even argued that 
the address, ‘‘ Machine-Tender,” is indefi- 
nite and that any man who tends a machine 
is a machine-tender. For instance, a wheel- 

barrow is a machine ; ergo, the man who runs 
it is a machine-tender ; ergo, again, a horse- 
chestnut is a chestnut horse. Now that the 
Whiting episode is a thing of the past, things 
things will settle down and we shall get good 
and ready for business in time for the con- 
vention. 

I hear some growling about THE JouRNAL 
because it has printed the facts of this move- 
ment; but if the manufacturers are so very 
particular that they don’t want us in THE 
JOURNAL with them, and don’t want us to 
have a show there as well as themselves, we 
can provide a journal for ourselves. There 
are plenty of journals which will be glad to 
take us along. But I doubt if the manufac- 
turers would like that any better. They will 
do well to allow us to remain where we are, 
and they can keep a look-out to see that we

Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ With 
the dealers and consumers everywhere, there 
are but light stocks of Anthracite; with the 
producers there is a larger stock, but it is 
mainly of the Stove and Nut sizes. After the 
the first of May it is expected that trade will 
spring up to such an extent as to relieve even 
this element of possible weakness. There is 
nothing weak in the atttiude of the producing 
companies this spring ; they seem determined 
to hold the tonnage well in hand during the 
months of dull trade, at any and all hazards. 
The producing interests understand the situ- 
ation thoroughly, and while they have 
no cast iron arrangements, there 
stronger probability than last year of the 
maintenance of harmonious relations as re- 
gards production and prices. The leading 
shippers think the deadlock will soon be 
broken, and they say it will be and must be 
broken by the yielding of the buying interests. 
Correspondence just received from New Eng- 
land markets strengthens the leading shippers 
in this view. The most imperative trade is 
being filled, and the future is left to develop 
itself. The Western anthracite committee is 
to hold its adjourned session in this city to- 
day and the opening prices are looked for. 
The tolls from the mines to Chicago and all 
other points are now settled on what may be 
considered a fairly equitable rate, and business 
should go on in regularly increasing volume ; 
there will be larger tonnages placed at all the 
Western points on anything like fair prices for 
coal and freights; the shipments from Buffalo 
are only the carrying of the coal nearer to point 
of consumption so as to be on hand when 
needed. This is well, for beyond question the 
demand will put the figures up on both coal 
and freights before the year closes. Business by 
the canals in this State is expected to be much 
greater than heretofore, and coal will be an 
active participant in the improved condition of 
affairs. At Chicago there is a plentiful sup- 
ply of Anthracite, and the market is unsettled: 
demand quiet, and prices cut, with cost un- 
certain, owing to the changing prices and 
freights.”

At the time of the explosion Michael Burke 
and William Jenkins were cleaning the win- 
lows which overlooked the race, and which 
were in the other end of the room in which the 
boiler stood. Jenkins was blown through the | 
window into the raceway, from which he was | 
afterward rescued. He was badly bruised 
ind injured and was at once taken to St. | 
Joseph’s Hospital. It was at first feared that 
he would die, but his condition is now so 
much improved that the physicians say he will 
recover. 

It was at first supposed that Michael Burke 
was buried in the ruins, and the work of clear- 
ing away and searching for his body was at 
once begun. It was then thought that he, like 
Jenkins, might have been blown into the race. 


lhe water was shut off and a portion of his 


head was found at the bottom of the raceway 
under some stones which had been thrown 
down by the shock. The search for the body 
was continued and at last his son, while 
grappling with a hook, drew up his father’s 
body, which had lodged in an eddy near where

As the boiler exploded James Simpson 
was loading a truck with ashes ; the truck was 





standing in the gateway next to the rag-boiling 
He was hurled down in front of the 
generating boilers, and was almost covered | 
with bricks. His right shoulder was almost 
blown off, and through the opening made his 
lung could be seen. He was taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, where he died a few minutes 
after midnight. 

A large number of persons sustained in- 
juries more or less serious. Some were taken 
to the hospital. while others were taken direct 
to their homes: Among the former were: 
Daniel Bergin, an Ivanhoe employee, mar- 
ried, forty-four years of age, severe contusions; 
Eliza Farrell, married, fifty-five years of age, a 
duster, severe wounds on head, and left arm 
broken ; Mary Katzenbach, twenty-three years 
of age, married, a duster, severe contusions on 
left arm, left leg and right thigh, as well as 
wounds on body ; Bridget McCormick, fifty- 
five years of age, married, a duster, wounds 
on left hip and on head; Bridget Cowan, 
widow, forty years of age, a duster, breast in- 
jured by piece of iron and severe wound on 
right arm.

boiler a number of times and the valve was all 
right as he had set it; he was in the office at 
the time of the explosion. After testifying as 
to the position of the wrecked boiler, &c., wit- 
ness said that when the edge of the iron was 
| thin it looked as though it was split by the 
| force of the explosion ; he never heard any- 


one complain of the boiler being unsafe ; it 
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was ‘‘ pitted” to some extent outside; the boiler 
did not leak at any point ; he would not have 
condemned 





the boiler and he considered it 
safe ; the boiler had a safety-valve, a thing he 
never saw on any other rotary ; witness knew 
of boilers thirty years old and would not be at 
all afraid of them. 

Samuel Smith testified that he built the ro- 
taries for the mill when it was put up. He 
had not seen the exploded boiler, but from de- 
scriptions he had heard he thought that this 
was one of the original number. 


George Rowler testified that he had been in 


the mill twenty years and the boiler was 


there before that. The safety-valve sometimes 
stuck and had to be watched. He never 
heard any complaint that the boiler was dan- 
gerous. There were frequent complaints that 
the safety-valve would not work, and either 
witness or someone else would fix it. He was 
superintendent of the mill at various times. 
He never reported the safety-valve to any of 
the officers, although he thought H. V. Butler, 
Jr., knew of it. 

The inquest was continued on Wednesday 
evening, but no evidence of importance was 
brought out, and after a short session the pro- 


ceedings were adjourned to Tuesday evening 
next. 


At the opening of the County Court at Pat- 
erson on Monday last Judge Dixon, in his 
charge to the Grand Jury, said: 


There is one more matter to which the court desires 
to call the attention of the Grand Jury. Within a few 
days there has been a boiler explosion in the Ivanhoe 
Paper Mill ; two persons have already died in conse- 
quence and there is a probability that more will die. 
The question is whether there has been any carelessness 
on the part of the proprietors of the mill or the persons 
in charge. The circumstances seem to indicate that the 
proprietors knew that the boiler was unsafe. The law 
requires that persons shall use implements which are 
safe ; the law protects human lives and when a manu- 
facturer requires his hands to work with unsafe instru- 
ments he is held responsible in the law. If unsafe in- 
struments had been used the law provided that this of- 
fense should be classed as manslaughter. The law 
protects our lives and it punishes those who endanger 
them. It might be that this accident was produced by 
something that could not be guarded against, and it 
might be that the only persons who were guilty were 
those in charge of the boiler. It might be that the re- 
sponsibility rested higher and that the proprictors, the 
individual directors or the board of directors, or the 
corporation, were responsible. That was a matter for 
the Grand Jury todetermine. Whenever there was any 
failure to take proper care of human lives, then an in- 
dictment should be found. The corporation might be 
indicted and brought into court and made to pay a pe- 
cuniary penalty ; the same was true of persons in charge 
of the works or in any way responsible for the explo- 
sion. In a place like Paterson, where there were so 
many persons employed about dangerous implements, 
it was but the duty of the courts and the Grand Jury to 
see what could be done to prevent a recurrence of these 
mishaps.

LOCKWOOD & M'CLINTOCK @. E. B. BARTLETT & CO. 
—VERDICT FOR $8,000 


The trial of the case of Lockwood & 
McClintock vw. E. B. Bartlett & Co. and Dr. W. 
M. Smith was continued in Part II. of the 
Supreme Court on Monday last. 

Dr. Smith was called to the stand and started 


off by giving his professional career. His 


testimony was as follows : 

I am sixty years of age; I have been in 
practice as a physician for forty years ; I 
graduated in 1846; practised medicine in A\l- 
leghany and Cayuga counties until 1853, then 
I came to the New York City Hospital, New 
York Eyeand Ear Infirmary and NewYork Dis- 
pensary fora year, after which I resumed my 
practice ; went into the field as surgeon of the 
Eighty-fifth Regiment New York Volunteers, 
and after serving as surgeon in the field until 
the latter part of 1863 I resumed my practice 
in Alleghany County ; was Surgeon-General 
on the staff of Governor Dix, and was after- 
ward appointed Health Officer of the Port of 
New York, 

My attention was first drawn to the danger 
from rags by the cholera in Egypt in 1883; I 
detained some cargoes, which afterward went 
forward to New Haven under the supervision 
of the health authorities atthat port ; there has 
always been danger from rags of small-pox 
and cholera and all the contagious diseases to 
which the human being is subject; many of 
the best sanitary and medical authorities so 
considered in 1885; my sources of informa- 
tion were the various medical publications, 
reports of health congresses and conferences, 
&c.; I knew of cases of small-pox in Massa 
chusetts paper mills in 1872 and 1873; also 
knew of small-pox in paper mills at Aberdeen 
and other points; I was at the Fifth avenue 
conference of health authorities ; I knew the 
resolutions adopted there; rags which were 
accompanied by certificates that they had been 
disinfected abroad were not subjected to disin- 
fection here; I accepted all of the four 
processes required by the Treasury Depart- 
ment; I have never expressed an opinion to 
anybody that disinfection was not necessary ; 
never held such an opinion ; my apprehension 
of cholera was so great that I solicited the 
health officers and sanitarians to attend the 
Fifth avenue conference ; I adopted the action 
of that conference in its entirety. 

A strange young man called on me twice 
during the latter part of 1884 to get me to wit- 
ness a test; he said it would be for my inter- 
est, but I told him I knew my own business 
better than anyone else, and he could take 
that message to those who sent him; I had 
never seen the strange yount man before; a 
few days subsequently | met S. Webber Par- 
ker as | came off the Staten Island boat ; he 
solicited my attention to some experiments 
for di_.nfecting rags in the bale; he set the 
de, ; it must have been in November, 1884; 
1 witnessed a disinfecting test in Centre street 
in company with Drs. Edson and Hamilton ; 
one screw only was inserted into the bale of 
rags; the highest degree of heat shown was 
196° ; I recommended three screws as pro- 
ducing a higher degree of heat and the ma- 
chine was changed accordingly ; the govern- 
ment ordered me to select the plant for the 
disinfecting machine and I consulted with Dr. 
Raymond, of Brooklyn. as to the advisability 
of selecting the Baltic Stores; I asked Dr. 
Billings, of the United States Army, to super- 
intend the final test, but he declined in favor 
of Dr. Sternberg, who, he said, had made a 
more careful study of the scientific principles 
involved ; I hada predilection for the sulphur 
process of disinfection before I became aware 
of the superheated steam method; I never 
sought, either directly or indirectly, to aid in 
any monopoly of rag disinfection at this port, 
and I deny the various charges of interest in 
the disinfecting business. 

Prior to the middle of June, 1885, I supposed 
the question of rag importation and disinfec- 
tion was in the hands of the government, and 
I exercised no authority until urged todo so by 
the Custom-House authorities; I never gave 
any orders for the disinfection of rags on the 
Vigilant and Battaglia; the permit to the Vigi- 
lant to pass Quarantine was issued by the 
Deputy Health Officer of the Port; it was 
given under a general order to facilitate the 
unloading of merchandise, excepting McClint- 
ock & kwood’s Japan , consignment of 
rags ; I told Messrs. McClintock and Meyer 
that disinfection was a matter wholly in the 
hands of the government and that the Quar- 
antine officials had peremptory orders about 
imported rags ; my whole line of action during 
1885 was in harmony with the policy of my 
predecessors, Drs. Carnegie and Vanderpoel. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Smith said : 


I do not remember that Silas B. Dutcher 
told me about McClintock & Lockwood's con- 
signment ; while the ships Vigilant and Bat- 
taglia lay in the harbor Mr. Dutcher visited 
Quarantine oncea week ; I regard Mr. Dutcher 
as one of my most esteemed friends; Mr. 
Dutcher was appointed Superintendent of 
Public Works in January, and I was appointed 
Health Officer in March ; I had no recollec- 
tion of talking with Dutcher about rags; I do 
not know who the young man was who called 
upon me and asked me to examine his disin- 
fecting machine ; I went to Centre street at 
the invitation of S, Webber Parker; the ma- 
chine tested in Centre street in December was 
the same that was perfected and tested for the 
government in Brooklyn on the following Jan- 
uary. 

I had never heard of a disinfecting machine 
for rags in the bale before this one was brought 
to my attention ; I have uSed sulphur to fumi- 
gate the holds of ships, but this invention, it 
was represented, controlled the fumes; I do 
not remember seeing Bartlett at the Centre 
street test; I did not consider the experiment 
satisfactory and | recommended certain im- 
provements to make the machine efficient ; my 
impressions as to the test were given to Sur- 
geon-General Hamilton on the spot and to no 
one else, and a month later were incorporated 
in a report to him ; in the interim | had en- 
tirely forgotten the disinfecting machine ; | 
received a letter from the department in Wash- 
ington in which ‘specific mention is made of 
Bartlett & Co.; I did not remember this letter 
when I answered before in regard to the ap- 
plication of Bartlett & Co.; on receipt of that 
letter | examined the water-front in Brooklyn 
for a place to locate the plant, and with Dr, 
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Raymond's aid I decided on the Baltic Stores 
as a fit and proper place ; I was friendly but 
not intimate with Bartlett; I went to the 
warehouse on the strength of the letter 
of December 18 to select a place for disinfect- 
ing the rags, and I thought that the govern- 
ment had decided on the Bartlett machine ; 
although the original experiment was defective, 


in my judgment, I thought the machine had | 


been improved; I agreed with Dr. Raymond 


not to approve of the process until its success | 


as a disinfector had been fully demonstrated 
before a competent biologist. 


On Tuesday the cross-examination of Dr. 
Smith was continued. 


He testified : 1 attended the test of the dis- 
infecting machine at the instigation of S.Web- 
ber Parker, one of the owners of the patent, 
and I paid Dr. Sternberg’s expenses, $30, as 
he attended at my request ; I had no interest 
in the machine, the test, as far as I was con- 
cerned, being in the interest of the health 
authorities and the public; I did not know 
that Bartlett was interested ; I regarded Dr. 
Sternberg’s report as sufficient evidence of the 
efficiency of the process, but I nevertheless in 
April solicited another conference ; I think I 
remember that Dr. Raymond said the rags 
were perfectly safe, and that it would be run- 
ning no risk to break the bales of rags after 
they had passed Quarantine; I do not remember 
that Dr. Raymond testified that the rags were 
perfectly safe, and that there was no necessity 
for causing them to be disinfected ; I received 
a Treasury Department circular in December, 
1884, containing regulations suggested by the 
national conference, which I regarded as ample 
if carried out to the letter; my object in call- 
ing the April conference was to get an expres- 
sion of the health authorities on the incubating 
period of cholera; resolutions were adopted 
and sent to the Treasury Department; the 
conference did not discuss the machine, but 
discussed the process and recommended it ; 
my knowledge that contagious diseases pre- 
vailed in Japan in 1884 and 1885 came from 
the consolidated reports by the National Board 
of Health 

I could not swear that there was a single 
case of cholera or small-pox on or about the 
time the rags were shipped; I do not know 
on what coast of Japan Hiogo, from which 
port the rags were shipped, is situated; in 
general I should have considered it my duty 
as Health Officer to make myself acquainted 
with the sanitary condition of the shipping 
ports, but I based my negligence in this in- 
stance on the belief that the rags were gath- 
ered from a large area of country, and this 
impression obtained from Dr.*Sternberg’s re- 
port; I did not approve of the regulation of 
the Treasury Department which exempted 
rags shipped prior to 1885; I considered ail 
imported rags to be dangerous until subjected 
to the disinfecting process; I was two or 
three days writing a letter concerning the 
Vigilant’s cargo. 

My recollections in regard to interviews 
with the plaintiffs and Mr. Dutcher are not 
clear ; I knew very little about W. Scott Smith, 
secretary of the Paper-Stock Disinfecting Com- 
pany, except that he was a Washington news- 
paper man ; I told him at the office of the 
Board of Health to make an affidavit that the 
rags in dispute had not been shipped before 
January 1, 1885, and ought to be disinfected ; 
I knew that the Brooklyn health authorities 
would not allow the landing of rags unless 
their healthy condition was certified to, and 
they were given a certificate that the Vigilant 
did not come from a fever or plague-stricken 
district ; when I wrote to the Collector of the 
Port, advising the disinfection of the rags, | 
knew that there was no other piace than the Bal- 
tic Stores where the rags could be sent to be 
operated upon ; prior to June, 1885, I did not 
take any active measure as Health Officer to 
regulate the importation of rags. S 

I did not take any steps to inform myself 
as an Official what would be the cost of disin- 
fecting rags; I heard that merchants com- 
plained that they were obliged to pay $5 per 
ton to the Paper-Stock Disinfecting Com- 
pany ; I obtained considerable moral support 
from the conference of my professional breth- 
ren at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and the action 
taken gave me a keeher appreciation of my 
responsibilities as Health Officer ; | have done 
some fumigating of ships and received pay 
therefor, but I never applied to the State for 
an appropriation to pay for any such opera- 
tion. 


At this point a Japanese merchant named 
Morimora was called and testified as to the 
prevalence of cholera and small-pox in his na- 
tive country in 1884, and also as to the busi- 
ness method of gathering rags in his native 
country. He said there was more or less 
small-pox and cholera every year. 


Dr. Alfred L. Carroll, who was secretary of 
the State Board of Health in 1885, testified : 

Dr. Smith practically engineered the meet- 
ing at the Fifth Avenue Hotel ; Dr. Smith con- 
vened it, made the opening speech and ob- 
tained the signatures to the paper which went 
to Washington to influence the officials as to 
the matter ; I signed the report indorsing the 
Parker screw process of disinfecting rags by 
superheated steam, and which was afterward 
adopted. Testimony was then introduced by 
the defendants to prove that they kept their 
contract in carrying out the process of disin- 
fection. 

Owing to unexpected developments in the 
evidence the case did not go to th@ jury on 
Wednesday, and the day's proceedings were 
vpened by the plaintiffs calling S. Webber 
Parker. This gentleman could not be found 
and the judge was just about to sign a war- 
rant of attachment when Mr. Parker's legal 
representative appeared and entered a protest 
against the proceedings about to be taken 
against Mr. Parker, with the result that the 
court withheld the attachment for a reasonable 
time pending Mr. Parker's production. 

In the meantime August Taubitz, maker of 
the Parker and Blackman pyrometer, a gauge 
for indicating the temperature of the steam em- 
ployed in the disinfecting process, was called to 
explain the device. The witness stated, under 
cross-examination, that the disinfecting ma- 
chine was nct operated in the manner stated 
by the defense, the evidence being that the

steam was injected into the box through the 


bales of rags, whereas this witness testified 
that it was only injected into the bales put into 
the box by a separate valve. 

This caused the defendants to recall Chief 
Engineer Loomis. of Bartlett & Co.. who con 
tradicted the statement that the machine had 
| an extra steam-valve, and said that the interior 
of the bales would show a temperature of 
340° after being exposed to the air. At this 
stage of the proceedings several bales of rags 
as specimens were produced .in court by the 
plaintiffs for inspection by the jury. 

Augustine Smith, paper manufacturer, was 
recalled and testified that Mr. Garbe, who 
identified bale No. 609 as one that passed 
| through the hands of Bartlett & Co.'s disin- 

fecting process, sold him the bale which was 
afterward purchased by the plaintiffs. 

The jurors were invited to inspect the bale, 
when not more than one screw hole could be 
found ; the evident intention of this evidence 
being to show that the disinfecting process 
was deficient, and that the apparatus remained 
in the same incomplete condition as when Dr. 
Smith first recommended the increased number 
of screws. 

Counsel for the defense made several at- 
tempts to have this evidence stricken out, but 
the motion was denied. 

Mr. Parker then appeared with the stock- 
book and minute-book of the Paper-Stock 
Disinfecting Company, and he was ordered to 
send for the stock ledger of the corporation. 

Mr. Cockran now examined the two books 
which had been produced and offered them in 
evidence, and during the discussion Mr. 
Parker forcibly took the minute-book from 
the hands of Mr. McRae. He was ordered 
back to the witness stand and then went on 
to say: 

I retained 4,000 shares of the Paper-Stock 
Disinfecting-Company, and gave Bartlett, on 
November 25, 250 shares at the par value of 
$100. 

Being ‘asked to reconcile this statement 
with Bartlett's own testimony of having re- 
ceived 50,000 shares, he said :

Only 250 were in Bartlett's name, the re- 
mainder stood in the names of Howland and 
Simpson, two of Bartlett’s clerks; no stock 
was given to Dr. Smith and he had no interest 
in the patents or the company ; I gave Bart- 
lett the 250 shares for his advice and in- 
fluence in locating my plant. I cannot 
remember why I gave Bartlett the remaining 
shares unless it was to induce him to become 
an active director ; the mysterious individual 
who had called on Dr. Smith was Joseph 
McCormick ; I do not remember what disposi- 
tion I made of my 4,000 shares ; | gave a por- 
tion 1o W. Scott Smith ; I never gave any to 


McCormick ; I owned 15,000 of the 60,000 
shares oftsuhk dlihehadibdadinhy and Lknew 
that Bartlett was interested; I never offered 
any to McClintock; McClintock demanded 
$10,000 worth of stock on two separate occa- 
sions in Washington. 


The proceedings of Wednesday closed by the 
recalling of E. W. McClintock, who testified 
that he had never demanded any stock of 
Parker and never threatened him if the de- 
mand was not complied with. 

On Thursday the proceedings were opened 
by a motion on behalf of the defendants that 
the jury be directed to find a verdigt against 
the plaintiffs on the general ground of insuf- 
ficiency of evidence and for numerous specific 
reasons. This was denied, and Mr. Goodrich, 
of counsel for the defense, began to sum up. 


He advanced the theory that the suit was 
prompted by conspiracy and spite and not by 
any actual injury sustained. He spoke of the 
defendants, particularly Bartlett and Smith, as 
men of unblemished reputations, and pictured 
the disgrace they would suffer by a verdict not 
in their favor. Laying great stress upon their 
reputations, he contrasted their condition be- 
fore the world if thrown into bankruptcy or 
disrepute by a verdict for the plaintiffs. He 
declared that there was not a scintilla of 
evidence of conspiracy, and that the case 
was wholly devoid of fact and founded en- 
tirely on surmise and suspicion. He severely 
criticised the testimony of the plaintiff Mc- 
Clintock, and asserted that if his clients were 
guilty of a conspiracy the evidence crimi- 
nated Dr. Raymond, ex-Collector Robertson, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, Silas B. Dutcher, 
State Superintendent of Public Works, and 
others. It was claimed that there was noth- 
ing extraordinary in Bartlett's lapse of memory, 
in his soliciting business in the manner he did, 
or anything improper in accepting stock of 
the Disinfecting Company. It was no crime 
for him to hold stock in the name of his clerks. 
It was stated that there was not a particle of 
evidence to indicate a combination between 
Bartlett and Smith, and that as a matter of 
fact during the time of the alleged ‘‘ combine” 
the Health Officer was engaged in recommend- 
ing measures that, if adopted, would curtail 
his power to aid the Paper-Stock Disinfecting 
Company. There was no proof that Bartlett 
and Smith ever talked about rags, and it was 
affirmed that a wrong construction had been 
put upon the Quarantine permit allowing the 
Vigilant’s cargo to. be landed. The disinfec- 
tion of the rags was justified by sanitary con- 
ditions, the process was efficient, and the work 
was faithfully done. 

Mr. Goodrich charged Mr. Cockran with 
having, in his opening speech, twisted the 
corkscrews of his professional eloquence to 
defeat the cunning of Smith and the boldness 
of Bartlett. Common sense and reason told 
him that the rag bales sprung into the case on 
the last day of the trial had been prepared be- 
forehand. Mr. Goodrich regretted that he 
was obliged to precede his eloquent friend, 
and warned the jury not to be misled by any 
brilliant imagery. 


Mr. Cockran, of counsel for the plaintiffs, 
after complimentary allusions to Mr. Good- 
rich and the jury, declared that the case was 
proved by uncontradicted evidence, as he 


would show after brushing away the cobwebs 
and dust emanating from the defense. Hé 
then went on to say: 


In the first place, the Treasury Department | 


on December 22 issued a circular, by the terms 
of which it was provided that any rags afloat 
should be subjected to a process of disinfec- 
tion, 
meant that they should be subjected to the 
process in the case. This fact was testified to 
by Dr. Smith, Mr. Parker, Mr. Bartlett and 
others. This meant that the Paper-Stock 
Disinfecting Company would have the right to 
collect and levy a toll upon every bale of rags 
shipped after January 1, 1885. 

There is no complaint against Dr. Smith for 
disintecting the goods, but because he seized 
them and delivered them to Bartlett, and 
never took a single step to ascertain whether 
the process of disinfection, such as it was, was 
applied. Dr. Smith has been painted here as 
a soldier, a scholar, a doctor, a sanitarian, 
and, I think, everything except a statesman. 
He has been painted here as standing at the 
very portals of our city, and with a sword at- 
tempting to kill every germ of disease that 
tried to cross the bar. This high-handed in- 
vasion of our property is justified as a lawful 
devotion to duty which would brook no knowl- 
edge of friend and would not cringe before 
any fear of a foe. And where was Dr. Smith 
when this process went on? What does this 
sensitive, conscientious, lofty-minded and pa- 
triotic Health Officer know as to whether these 
goods were ever disinfected? How did he 
know that they were any safer for distribution 
than before he delivered them over to Bart- 
lett ? 

Of all the stories that I have ever heard de- 
tailed in a court of justice, of all the parodies 
upon the administration of a public officer, of 
all the ridiculous pretenses that have existed 
without color of law to justify blackmail, this 
is the thinnest and most transparent. If this 
Health Officer was moved alone by a desire to 
shield the public from the danger of infection 
by these rags} why wa8n't he over thefe when 
this process was applied? Who certified to 
this disinfection ? A Custom-House man named 
Kane, who wouldn’t recognize a pathogenic 
germ if he saw it upon his coat or upon a 
spoon. And, to goa step further and reduce 
the thing to that degree of absurdity wren it 
ceases to deserve serious consideration, 
Kane's own information is founded upon the 
report of one Sheil, who, when he was asked 
what a pathogenic germ was, declined to an- 
swer lest he might dislocate his jaw. 

Mr. Cockran then dropped the comic aspect 
of the case and proceeded to take the jury step 
by step through the proof presented during 
the seven days. It was pointed out that there 
was no anxiety about the public health on Dr. 
Smith's part until Parker came forward with 
his patent disinfector and excited the active 
interest of the Health Officer. Referring to 
the testimony of the doctor that he feared he 
was to be made the victim of blackmail when 
Parker’s agent approached him, Mr. Cockran 
said: 

What honest man. stands an imputation 
that will expose him to loss and danger and 
suspicion? I never knew a dishonest man 
who was not prepared to pay the price of the 
blackmailer’s silence rather than have his his- 
tory dragged before the public. Dr. Smith, 
the patriot, doctor and soldier, the man with 
the tender regard for the health of the com- 
munity, the officer who stood with flaming 
sword at the gates of our country to prevent 
the approach of disease and death ; Dr. Smith, 
then deaf to every invitation to come and in- 
spect this machine, regards any assurance that 
it would be better for him to look into it as 
a threat or conspiracy to place him in 
a position where he could be _bilack- 
mailed! But Webber Parker—the gentle- 
man of winsome appearance, the man whose 
facile honesty of character radiates from every 
lineament of his features—he appears, and 
upon his polite explanation of something or 
other to Dr. Smith about the machine, which 
the agent was unable to explain, he succeeded 
in bringing Dr. Smith to an experiment in 
Centre street. The machine is pronounced 
by Dr. Smith and Dr. Hamilton as imperfect 
and a failure so far as the purpose of disin- 
fection goes.’ The Secretary of the Treasury 
writes to Dr. Smith to designate a place where 
this disinfecting could be carried on. The 
doctor inferred that the process he had seen 
tested was to be adopted. Did he utter one 
word in protest that the process was defective ? 
No. Even when the department circular was 
issued, practically providing that every bale of 
rags imported must go th h this process, 
he still remained silent. e says he ex- 
pected a new experiment, and that he never 
talked with Bartlett about the machine or the 
disinfection of rags. Bartlett swears that he 
did talk with Smith on this very subject and 
on quarantine regulations. ho told the 
truth, Bartlett or Smith? 

Smith is the cornerstone of the conspiracy 
which we charge. Could Bartlett have got 
these goods into his hands without Smith ? 
Could Bartlett have turned them over to the 
disinfecting company sc that they could levy 
blackmail upon them by his own act? Bartlett 
holds no office ; he has in his hands m0 weapon 
placed in them by the law for the protection 
ot the public ; therefore he cannot use it against 
any of the citizens that he would be sworn to 
protect. But Smith has the power, Smith has 
the authority, Smith exercises it unlawfully 
andillegally. The disinfecting company have 
reaped the profits, and we, injured, wronged, 
outraged, plundered, c here to ask redress. 

The evidence made Dr. Smith responsible 
for the permit to the ship, As Health Officer 
he passed the goods by Quarantine, and as a 
member of the Board of Health he gave a per- 
mit to land the cargo in this city. Here the 
machinations of Bartlett and Smith began. 
The plaintiffs were stopped just at the moment 
when they sought to take control of their prop- 
erty, Upto that moment there was no ques- 
tion as to the right of the ship to land its 
cargo. A Custom-House officer interfered. 
The consignees sought to recover their prop- 
erty, which the Constitution of the United 
Stutes says shall not be taken from them by 
all the powers of the earth except through the 
process of law. 

When the consignees demanded an explana- 
tion the whole scheme became plain. It was 
visible to the naked eye at Washington. 
Dutcher, Bartlett and Scott Smith appear and

shipped prior to January 1, 1885. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury refers the whole matter 
to the Health Officer in communications to 
the Collector of the Port, who transmits the 
documents to Dr. Smith. Smith knew at that 
moment that he was the person called upon to 
decide the question as to whether this mer- 
chandise should go or whether it should not, 


In the meantime Dutcher went to 

uarantine. He was inthe employ of Bartlett. 
‘he consignees were moved to rapid action 
by the interest which they had in obtaining 
their goods in time to deliver them to the 
customers who had already bought them, but 
before they had reached that officer, quiet and 
alert as were their movements, Dutcher, the 
gentleman who was the apostle of righteous- 
ness as against unrighteousness in Albany— 
Dutcher appears at Quarantine. But Dr. 
Smith cannot recollect what the subject of that 
conversation was. Our clients, however, will 
probably never forgot their interview with the 
Health Officer. When they told him that they 
wanted him to indorse on the back of the pa- 
pers what he said to them—that the goods 
were free from inspection, that there was no 
danger, that he had done all that was neces- 
sary—he declined to doit. No, he had con- 
versed with Dutcher. 

The letter of Dr. Smith to the Collector 
showed that he knew when he wrote it that 
the rags would be consigned to Bartlett & 
Co., and they could extort money from the 


consignees. Nothing in the case, it was 
claimed, was clearer than that Smith 
played into Bartlett's hands. The jury 


were asked not to believe that all this fuss 
was about one little lot of rags. The scheme 
of the combination was to block every port 
of entry with a disinfector, so as to levy black- 
mail on all rag importers It meant a gain 
of hundreds of thousands to the plotters. The 
sanitary conferences solicited by Dr. Smith 
were never thought of until the Health Officer 
felt the need of moral support to aid the 
scheme. The infamous Quarantine ring threat- 
ened to drive business from the port. Bart- 
lett, with winged feet, pursued McClintock to 
Philadelphia, whither he had taken a cargo 
of rags to escape the imposition of the combi- 
nation. The consignees were thwarted at 
every turn, and the Health Officer’s earmarks 
all through the persecution were plain. He 
moved like a snake in the grass, trying to de- 
stroy those who would not pay toll. The tes- 
timony of Dr. Raymond, of Brooklyn, showed 
that the rags were free from infectious matter. 

He swore to the truth, even though he had 
to condemn a near relative in the person of 
the Health Officer of the Port of New York, 
Dr. Smith was proved guilty and incompetent 
for the position of Health Officer by the display 
of his own ignorance in regard to Japan. His 
knowledge was on a par with the man who did 
not know that the Japanese are noted for their 
cleanliness. Whether the disinfection was 
properly done or not it was beyond perad- 
venture that Dr. Smith did not manifest that 
interest in the work that any man of common 
sense would t from an honest public 
servant, and there was no watch dog for the 
people. The acts of the defendant fur- 
nished in _the .conspifacy. The 
consign y demanded justice. They 
had been robbed and blackmailed. They were 
honest men and did not fear exposure, but 
they had been met by Smith and Bartlett at 
every turn with falsehood, calumny and sub- 
terfuge. The attempt to prostitute public of- 
fice for private gain was more dangerous to 
this government than treason on a field ot 
battle. If such operations were continued at 
this port, what would become of commerce ? 
Who would pilot ships inside the bar if they 
had to run the gauntlet of these cormorants, 
blackmailers and extortionists? The effect 
of the verdict would be everlasting. 


Judge Ingraham in his charge to the jury 
did not undertake to discuss the evidence. He 
explained carefully to the jury the nature of 
the action and the law bearing on the case. 
He instructed them how to properly consider 
and weigh the proof and cautioned them to 
free their minds of all bias, and then he said : 


Your verdict must be founded entirely on 
the facts sifted from the testimony as you re- 
collect it. The law was clear as to the owner- 
ship of the rags. They belonged to the plain- 
tiffs, and they were entitled to their property. 
The defendants got possession of them and 
claimed a lien for services. As a matter of 
law, Bartlett & Co. had no right to retain 

ossession of the goods. The powers of the 

ealth Officer of this port exceed those 
of any other officer in the State, but he is 
not empowered to take imported goods 
and turn them over to a third person for disin- 
fection or any other purpose. He has power 
and it is his duty to disinfect infectious im- 
portations, but it is also his duty to superintend 
that work. There was no evidence in this 
case that the Health Officer performed his 
duty, and it is clear that the defendant, Bart- 
lett, had no authority to hold plaintiffs’ goods 
In view of these facts the jury should find a 
verdict against Bartlett for damages suffere: 
by detention. 

As to the liability of Health Officer Smith 
and the allegation of conspiracy, the ju’) 
should find by fact and inference whether !i< 
did his duty and whether he acted in gow! 
faith. His duties were plainly defined and |\c 
should have the benefitof every doubt. Con- 
binations and cunspiracies are quickly mad, 
and actual proof is difficult to obtain, It's 
proved by inference and testimony as to t!¢ 
subsequent acts of the defendants. If ('« 
jurors became satisfied that the acts of Sm) 
and Bartlett indicated a private understand: 
or arrangement, a verdict against both w 's 
inevitable. They were to be satisfied () 
Dr, Smith's acts were inconsistent with " 
honest performance of public duty, and t! 
was to be determined in a common-se'-¢ 
manner. 

The question of damages was also explain 4 
by the court and the necessary instructio's 
given to the jury. Various exceptions to Judy¢ 
Ingraham’s charge were made by counsel '\' 
the defense, and both sides asked for pres: 
tations on special points. 

The jury retired for deliberation at 5 o’cl«: «
